I had planned to bring it up last year, but with the mule deer plan on the
agenda, it didn't feel right.

This round probably isn't even better, but dang it, there probably isn't a
"great" time.

Just to give you an idea of how serious I am about this...

If in-person meetings were "a thing" right now, I would be planning a
statewide tour of every RAC meeting.

Seriously, I would rent a hotel in 4 different cities to make sure I had my 3
minutes in front of each of you personally.



One last thing before I get right to it...

I do NOT expect an immediate change... this is something I want the board
to put on the ACTION LOG... my goal is to get the DWR to formally put this
forward through the entire process again at the request of the board.

If committees, surveys, and the like are needed, I want them to happen.

Let's talk archery elk hunting in Utah then...

EVERY year, I hear people complain that archers don't get to hunt elk
during the rut... even the "professional" hunters talk about it on their
podcasts.

And it's true, but for good reason... our LE units are managed by harvested
age class, and frankly, I don't want to change that.

You can't get the oldest bull on the landscape with a bow... it isn't going to
happen "on the average", so I'm not talking about changing our LE units.

Let's keep the LE and Spike archery seasons exactly as they are right now.

... phew... just enjoy that breath of fresh air.

Now that the oxygen has been restored to the room, we can address
General Season Any Bull units.

There's absolutely no reason we can't have the archery extend into the rut
on the any bull GS units.

(Not biologically, and really, not socially either)

Here's some dates to make it a little more clear... (This is based on 2021
dates)

Archery Deer Season: August 21 - Sept 17
Archery Spike Elk: August 21 - Sept 10
Archery Any Bull Elk: August 21 - Sept 26

As you can see, I'm suggesting we extend the any bull general season
dates by 9 days.

I originally thought to simply move the opening date forward by 9 days, but
a season extension creates much less confusion.

I know, I know, there's a youth any bull rifle season from the 18th-26th of
September on those units... yep, sure is, let's keep it.

I personally spoke to 40+ people that had either hunted it with their kids, or



kids that had hunted it with their parents... 

From my totally non-scientific survey, the results were split 50/50.

Most of the opposed had one of two reactions...

1) What about hunter orange for the archers?
2) "But the children"?! 

Let me address each of these objections specifically...

1) Our current structure WOULD NOT require archers to wear hunter
orange... 

I know I would if I was hunting in an area that could potentially have a 12
year old bearing down on a bull I'm 10 yards away from and he's 400
yards... yep, orange for me.

Maybe a little bit of encouragement from outreach would do the trick?

Requiring it would certainly muddy the waters.

2) As a father of 3 (19, 17, & 15), I can tell you that elk hunting is
ABSOLUTELY NOT a tool for hunter recruitment. (neither is duck hunting
unless you have a boat with heaters, an unlimited supply of snacks, and an
X-Box on board)

As one of the youth that I spoke to told me, (I'll try to quote)... "The youth
elk hunt is used by parents the same way the youth duck hunt is... it's a
chance to scout for their hunt, and maybe their kid will kill something along
the way"

That's seriously what this kid said... and he's an elk and duck hunting NUT!

I'm not saying this to take away the great opportunity we're giving these
kids.

It would be silly to let this youth hunt sway you from allowing archers in the
field at the same time.

One last point on that... when do kids get to hunt during late September? 

The weekend... that's pretty much it.

Sure, some parents make a big deal about it and take the kid out of school
for the entire 9 days... good for them! (wear orange archers!)

That ONE hunt is the only thing standing in the way of this idea.



For the archers reading this, yes, I am absolutely extending your season for
elk by 9 days, you're welcome to get behind me on this... the any weapon
GS elk hunt is 14 days, why not have archery for 36?

If you actually managed to read this far, thank you very much... I don't know
how I'd distill this down to a 3 minute comment at a RAC meeting. (I'm sure
I'd find a way)

answer.

Not to mention those dates that you want to hunt with are at the end of the
rut very hard to get close with the weapons that you recommended.  You
will get of wounded animals and frustrated hunters.

In fact, the last two years I have only seen a
handful of yearling bucks. This year, I saw zero bucks in four days of
hunting! But saw hunters everywhere, almost like the rifle season is every
year. So to confirm my suspicions, I tagged along with a rifle hunter friend.
We saw 25 does on the opener and zero bucks. I saw over 3 dozen
hunters as well. I spoke with a dwr officer about my observations and her
response was "There are still plenty of deer on this unit. We have not met
objective yet." What is objective? Extinction???!!! Please fix this problem!
Less tags! Less hunts! Primitive muzzleloaders! Take out that stupid early
rifle hunt and only have a five day rifle hunt! Make it a 3 point or better unit!
I cannot tell you how many yearlings I have seen killed on this unit over the
past five years! Let them grow up! Let them replenish the herds! Please
listen to the voice of an avid hunter! You are ruining this area!
I have talked with numerous hunters while out and about and their stories
and observations are consistent with my experiences.

An inline
muzzleloader with a scope and pre measured powder pellets is not a
primitive weapon! In a similar vein of thought, modern archery equipment,
made of the most modern materials, using the most modern materials is
not a primitive weapon.  Primitive archery tackle would be stick bows (no
pulley systems) shooting wood arrows.  

I wish the division would use the state statute of 'antique firearm' for a
primitive firearm for hunting.

I would add that this 2020 elk hunting season has been one of the
most frustrating seasons I have ever experienced. Typically, I will hunt a
section of public land behind causey reservoir that sits in-between the
Deseret and Skull Crack CWMUs. Every year I have no problem glassing
and locating dozens of bull elk. This year however, I did not see a single elk
in my 5 days hunting on the muzzleloader elk hunt, Nov. 1-5th. Whatever
the cause, whether it be an increase in predators or warm weather, more
permits seems like an absolutely horrible idea.  I agree that last year was
unfortunate for some that weren't able to buy a permit but we have to
consider that circumstances surrounding the increase in demand such as
Covid-19. Outdoor activities were one of the few activities most people
could participate in with the pandemic. Sportsmen like me who prioritize
hunting, made sure they logged in early on the day they went on sale. By
making unlimited permits available it will punish us faithful sportsmen who
regularly buy permits just so that the state can try to appease those that
complained about not getting permits, who might not typically buy tags on a
yearly basis anyways. Please, do not offer unlimited tags. 15,000 is more
than enough and arguably too many as is.

I know everybody wants
an elk tag but we just don't live in a world where that is doable. we
decimate the population of bulls every year and wonder why hunting gets
worse every year. something needs to change but more tags, especially
unlimited tags is not the answer. 

We had a northslope general deer tag this year, what a terrible unit that has
become. we hunted hard for 4 days, we saw 3 does in that time. I've never
seen so few deer during a hunt, I saw plenty of people and sidexsides even
when we hiked as far away from the roads as we could.  there is a road
and sidexside trail on every ridge and draw in this area.

We use to go out hunting and come back telling each
other how many elk we seen at night around the fire everyone always seen
elk.  We usually got a few bulls with the group.  Now with over 15 hunters
at camp we are lucky if someone even sees an elk. Our camp in the last 4
years hasn't harvested an elk we are 0 for 60 as I look at it.  Talking to the
fish and game officer he said he seen one elk killed in 2 days of checking
camps and hunters afield. The land is over grazed by cattle & sheep.   The
herds are not managed for hunters but more for cattle. I feel like all the
numbers and stories you post are false, misleading, untrustworthy.  My
feeling is you guys dont care about elk and deer populations but more
about the money.  Opening up unlimited tags would give the small
population of public land elk no chance.  The elk population you say you
want it 79k but I think 70k of that is for cwmu hunters and increasing their
numbers while decreasing public land elk. I am 43 years old and all my kids
hear is how good it use to be.  I dont see the enthusiasm in them I had as a
kid for hunting.  Because as a kid I could see deer and elk on hikes or
driving making it exciting.  I deer hunted for 2 days hiking with 3 boys 8,10
12yrs old seeing one or two doe a day.  Day 3 decided to road hunt all day
driving we seen 6 does 0 bucks 0 elk.  I couldn't believe it.  Our elk hunt
was even worse we seen 1 elk in 5 days very little sign on hikes we moved
from high to low, pretty much covered from Gilbert meadows to hoop lake. 
Talked to the rancher in lonetree wyoming and he said that his neighbor
had 43 elk in his field 2 winters ago and he called it in and the wyoming fish
and game called for depredation tags.  He stated that 2 made it out of the
field the rest were killed.  He said he didn't even see an elk all winter last
year 2019-2020. 
 I am all for everyone hunting but my advice first would be increase public
land elk herds, and extremely reducing the cow elk tags.  I really feel like
the last 5 years the north slope area has gone way, way, way down hill.  I
use to hear shooting all morning long now it is silent.  I hope for the next
generations to come that you listen to hunters and what I'm telling you.

Realistic
population objectives create better expectations for sportsmen and
sportswomen as well as make management more realistic for the DWR. 

I am concerned about the disparity in landownership within the 4-5-6 unit.
Because most of the unit is private proprty, it is creating a difficult
management situation. The private property serves as refuge for bucks and
when annual deer classification occurs, the buck:doe ratio on private
property is likely much higher than on the public property. I worry that the
private property inflates the buck:doe ratio and requires increased permit
recommendations on the unit. However, those same bucks that drive the
permits are not available to the majority of the hunters because they are on
private property. As a result, a disproportionate amount of the hunters go to
the public land and causing potential crowding and driving buck:doe ratio
even lower in those areas. I imagine this happens in other units too that I
don't hunt. If possible, I would love to see the 4-5-6 unit managed in
separate sections so that the buck:doe ratios on the private do not
negatively impact the public land. Or I would love to see the classification
data weighted according to the percentage of permit holders that hunt
public land. For example, if surveys showed that 15% of the permit holders
hunted private property, then classification data from private property
should only carry 15% of the weight in determining permit
recommendations. 

Finally, I would like to see more public land outside of the Southern Region
managed for 18-20 bucks per 100 does. The Southern Region ransacked
the rest of the state when they made all their units 18-20 B:D ratios in 2015
without receiving input from the rest of the state. Because deer are a
statewide resource, people from all parts of the state hunt all units, and
because all general deer units accumulate preference points into the same
pool...it has forced all the other units to make up the slack and provide
hunting opportunity to Utahns. I think that some units in the Southern
Region should be changed to 15-17 B:D and more 18-20 B:D units should
exist in other parts of the state.

Hello RAC members and chairs.  Thank you for your service. I am writing
on the behalf of the Utah Airboat Association to strongly oppose the DRW
proposal to allow permanent blinds to be built on the new Willard Spur
WMA.  When the original WMA legislation was proposed, many groups got
together to hammer out an agreement that all could support.  One of these
agreements, and the most important to all concerned, was that the two
duck clubs that operate in the WMA could keep their existing permanent
blinds but no new blinds would be built. This was an important part of
gathering support for the creation of the WMA.  Most waterfowlers are
opposed to building permanent blinds on ANY WMA because they are
unsightly, they create anger and controversy when multiple hunters want to
use the same blind, and they create navigational hazards to boaters in the
dark.  Permanent blinds also raise the possibility of creating a
California-stlye blind draw system that creates long lines waiting to draw
access to our public marshes. I know of no hunter that wants our public
marshes to end up with that kind of system.  Permanent blinds create many
problems including a sense of entitlement to the blind and that creates
confrontations in the marsh between armed individuals (never a good
thing).  Other questions include the upkeep and maintenance of the blinds,
liability issues, navigational hazards, removal if necessary, and overall
unsightly appearance in our marshes.  Please oppose this proposal as it
goes against our Utah waterfowling tradition of open hunting and free
access to our public marshes.

I would like to first thank everyone that sacrifices their own time to serve on
the RACS and to the employees at the DWR for their efforts in trying to
balance the biology & science with the public demand. It is a thankless job
that you're never going to be able to please everyone. I have a couple
concerns regarding the proposed changes & amendments & one
recommendation.

1. I absolutely oppose the recommendation for general season &
muzzleloader (and 3 season) unlimited elk tags in the general OTC units. I
can respect that this is a tougher hunt and that it doesn't sound like there's
a concern to herd objectives. I also appreciate the desire to give Utah
hunters the opportunity, but equally important is the experience. There are
regular complaints all over social media about the crowds out in the field &
this isn't just on the any weapon & muzzleloader but archery as well. To
allow unlimited tags, to many, looks like nothing more then a money grab
that will only compound the crowding problem. I would propose the division
increases the tag numbers to account for the few additional units being
added but unlimited tags opens the door to unintended consequence that is
more dangerous to the future & opportunities we already have.

2. I am greatly concerned with the dates being proposed for the Utah
Archery hunt (& as I understand other proposed amendment's from the
public) and as it's currently proposed oppose these changes without certain
provisions & protections made to ensure the opportunity & experience for
resident hunters. I have been and still am an advocate of giving archery
hunters the opportunity to hunt rutting elk through all of September on OTC
units. I've even been to prior RAC meetings & made public comment in
support of this change. While I still want this opportunity in Utah, my mind
was opened or slightly changed due to having the opportunity to hunt
rutting elk out of state (in area with no wolfs or grizzlies) for the first time in
my life. There are some very significant consequences probably most
resident hunters aren't aware, and that I wasn't aware of, unless they've
had the opportunity to hunt out of state in September. I'm sure if you
surveyed Utah archery elk hunters I would bet that the reason most are in
favor of this change is because they want the opportunity & experience of
hunting rutting, bugling elk.  I get it, there are very few things that give that
same kind of rush of having a screaming bull charging in. The problem that
I didn't realize & saw first hand is that these states & units are getting
busier & busier each year as people are chasing that experience. Throw in
every Dick & Jane going out their to try & hunt like they're favorite Youtuber
and you end up with an overcrowded bunch of Doug Flutie's that cause the
elk to go silent. It eliminates the very experience we all desire. My concern
isn't about losing that experience due to resident hunting pressure. If that
happens so be it. My concern is the rush of non-resident hunters this will
bring to the state. The 2 biggest determining factors for archery hunters
when going out of state is cost & the opportunity to hunt rutting elk. Utah is
now the cheapest state for non-residents to purchase a tag, combine that
with the reduction in non-res tags and increased costs in surrounding
states,  and throw in extended archery dates (even if it's just the 3rd week),



and we're going to have a major mess on our hands. I fear the unintended
consequences that the Division will start hearing about when the season
roles around next year will be significant. I'm sure wildlife management
divisions in Idaho, Montana, Wyoming, & Colorado can tell you about the
resident complaints they get. Non-resident fees I understand our a
significant revenue stream but as a resident it's not worth giving up the
current opportunity or experience. I think most residents would rather pay a
little more for a tag then ruin the experience due non resident hunters. I
propose if the dates are changed to the proposed dates or possibly
extended there needs to possibly be limit on the number of non-res tags for
general units (currently no archery limits & proposed no limits on any
season) or a significant increase to non-res tags that are equal to or more
than other states in the west. I've read some people on social media saying
make the change & fix the problems later but I think that mindsight is
extremely dangerous and the unintended consequences may not be able to
be undone for years to come if ever.

I am curious to know if there's been conversation around some other
concerns that haven't been addressed in these proposals. For example, do
you limit the number of 3 season tags to limit the added pressure? Is it time
or worth creating an A or B tag like some other states do (possibly in lieu of
the 3 season tag) that give additional dates to hunt  & that possibly requires
someone that buys an archery tag to pick between spike or general any
bull units?

One last thing I think should needs to be discussed for changes &
consideration the youth any bull hunt. There's only 450-500 tags each year
designated to this hunt and over 6K or 7K applicants. If unlimited tags are
approved, do the number of these tags increase? If a youth doesn't harvest
an elk, should that tag be good for the general any weapon hunt? Lastly,
these tags should only be going to Utah resident youth. I've seen & heard
of non-resident youth hunters obtaining these tags which is an absolute
shame. No resident youth hunter should be losing their opportunity to a non
resident youth hunter.

Last year he spoke about certain CWMU's having public land included in
their boundaries that is accessible to the public and the need to review
those boundaries and make changes or seek land trades or compensation
in those situations. Has there been any progress with this and if so can
something be posted making the public openly aware of any of these
changes? 

I have great respect for landowners and their property rights. Having
helped on my grandfathers ranch when I was younger I somewhat
understand the problems & vandalism they deal with. But I oppose any
LOA tag that takes away an opportunity to the general public unless the
public is compensated fairly. Those tags, which is a public resource, are
given away with little or no compensation to the public and in most cases
are sold for thousands. Additionally, many these LOA's & other land owners
don't allow the public to access their land when they have a depredation
problem. They should either paying a significant premium for those tags
(cost of the tag plus additional premium), giving access to their property
when they call for a depredation issue, or paying for the cost of
depredation.

I'm also significantly opposed the proportion of tags given to Diamond Mtn
for the same concerns regardless of any prior deals made. Who knows
when & why these deals were made & what back room favors were pulled.
It's not fair to other LOA's to have to be held to other standards and it's not
fair to the public. They public should be compensated for these tags, given
access for depredation control efforts, or pay for the depredation costs.

, the birds will leave and wasted sago will be present. Another issue is who
will maintain these blinds?

Many of us hunters are worried sick this might lead
to a blind draw system like California has and will ultimately ruin the sport
of waterfowl hunting, and the current rest pond systems we have
throughout the great state of Utah.
